FOREWORD 


Many  young  people  are  able  to  obtain  a college  education  only 
because  certain  financial  aids  are  available  to  them  at  the  institu- 
tions of  their  choice.  Many  others  are  denied  a college  educa- 
tion because  they  do  not  know  that  financial  assistance  may  be 
obtained  through  the  colleges  in  the  form  of  scholarships,  prizes, 
and  opportunities  for  self-help. 

Hundreds  of  requests  for  such  information  come  each  year 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  public  school  admin- 
istrators, and  to  guidance  officers.  The  purpose  of  this  bulletin, 
therefore,  is  to  provide  concise,  accurate,  and  helpful  information 
for  all  who  are  interested  in  the  financial  aids  and  opportunities 
for  self-help  obtainable  under  certain  conditions  while  in  attend- 
ance at  accredited  Pennsylvania  colleges  and  universities. 

The  information  contained  in  this  bulletin  should  provide  an 
incentive  for  further  investigation  on  the  part  of  prospective 
students  and  their  parents. 

For  more  complete  information  about  tuition,  scholarships,  or 
opportunities  for  self-help  at  any  specific  institution  of  higher 
learning,  requests  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar  of  that 
college  or  university.

These  awards  are 
made  upon  consideration 
of  the  total  credentials  in- 
cluding the  rank  achieved 
in  a Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  given  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board. 
Other  scholarships  avail- 
able from  $100  to  $150 
per  year.  Grants  to  daugh- 
ters of  missionaries  and 
ministers.

A number  of  general 
scholarships  open  to  fresh- 
men. Some  of  these  schol- 
arships provide  full  tuition 
and  have  a potential  value 
of  $2000.  Other  scholar- 
ships provide  half  tuition 
and  have  a potential  value 
of  $1000.  These  and  all 
scholarships  are  offered 
for  one  year  only,  but  are 
renewable  annually  until 
graduation,  provided  the 
holder  maintains  a satis- 
factory scholastic  average. 
In  making  the  awards, 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
secondary  school  record, 
the  results  of  the  aptitude 
tests,  together  with  the 
principal’s  recommenda- 
tion. No  award  will  be 
made  unless  there  is  evi- 
dence of  financial  need. 
Additional  scholarships  of 
smaller  amounts  are  of- 
fered annually  to  students 
with  unquestioned  per- 
sonal and  intellectual  quali- 
fications who  need  financial 
assistance.
